The 
ear stopped and occupants rushed 
back and picked up t lie 
body, 
which was perfectly lifeless; the 
skull being crushed. 
A coroner’s inquest was imme­ 
diately held and a verdict of ac­ 
cidental death was given.

,W ENGLAND S INTERFERENCE 
NOT MADE EXPORTS LESS 


) 


Last fall tin* cotton “ experts,” 
that is, the speculators, spinners, 
etc., told us that we Would not he 
able to export more than four or 
five million bales of the 11)14-15 
crop. 
They just missed this guess 
by the difference between four or 
five and eight million bales with^ 
some time yet to increase our ex­ 
ports. 


Now they are telling us that 
England's interference with our 
. 
I 
exports to neutral countries is go­ 
ing to make prices low this fall. 
A friend asked me to state “ how 
much less the neutral 
countries 
have taken of American 
cotton, 
since the war started, than for the 
same period of the preceding sea­ 
son.” It is a very neutral mistake 
our friend makes. Of course, he is 
justified in supposing we have ship 
ped le>s cotton to the neutral coun 
tries, else why all this complaint 
about E ngland’s interference with 
our exportation of cotton to neu­ 
tral countries and tin* prediction 
that unless we make her quit that 
interference the price of 
cotton 
will h<* depressed. 
But as a mat­ 
ter of fact, for the 10 months, du­ 
ly 1914, to April liHo, wc have ex­ 
ported approximately three and 
one-half times as much cotton to 
the neutral countries of Holland, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Spain 
and Italy as for the same period 
of the preceding season. 
For the same period before the 
war we exported 772.552 
hales, 
and since the war 2,658,OS4 hales. 
In detail we have shipped for the 
same period since the war over 16 
.tim e s as much to Holland; nearly 
^17 times as much to Sw eden ; n e a r ­ 
ly 1 1-2 times as much to Spain; 
more than 2 times as milch to Italy 
more than 16 times as much to 
Norway, and 351 times as much to 
Denmark— data taken from Com­ 
merce reports, I'nited States Gov­ 
ernment. 
Of course these countries woudi 
have taken more cotton had Eng­ 
land not interfered, for Germany 
^ 
and Austria would no doubt have 
taken more off their hands. 
This 
applies to all except Italy, which 
now being at war with Germany 
and Austria, would not now send 
these countries cotton, and being 
an ally of England, cotton ship­ 
m en ts to that country are not in­ 
terfere d with. 
The increased ship 
meiits have been less to Spain than 
the other neutral countries, prob­ 
ably because h e r location makes 
it more difficult to pass the cotton 
on to the enemies of England. 
Since England is paying for the 


} 
cotton destined to neutral coun­ 
tries, which she seizes, it is a little 
difficult to see how her interfer­ 
ence in the shipment of cotton to 
neutral countries has lessened our 
exportations, except as it prevents 
these countries from still further 
increasing their importations to 
send into Germany. 
There is no good to come from 
“ fooling” ourselves. 
In the first 
place, we have exported practi­ 
cally as much cotton to Europe as 
ever before iu our history. 
If the 
war has lessened our exports of 
cotton it is because Germany and 
Austria have not been able to get 
as much as they would have tak­ 
en. 
If these countries had be(p 
able to get the cotton they wanted 
we would have 
exported 
much 
more than ever before because the 
world, especially .Europe, is today 
using and destroying cotton faster 
than ever before in its history. 
No, E n glan d ’s interference with 
shipments of cotton 
to 
neutral 
countries has not made the ship­ 
ments to these countries less than 
formerly, but on the other hand, 
shipments to these countries have 
been three and a half times great­ 


er* 
The only effect such interference 
has had is to prevent their taking 
the cotton needed by Germany 
and passing it on to her since her 
ports being blockaded she cannot 
obtain what she wants direct.

When Mr. Daniels, 
for many 


years editor and publisher of lie* 
Raleigh (N. C.) News and Obser­ 
ver, was sworn in a s secretary of 
tin* Navy and had time to look 
about him, he found that the peo- 
| pie’s money was being wasted by 
the payment of excessive 
prices 
for armor and practically all arti­ 


cle s required for the Navy. Thru- 
out liis two years in the cabinet he 
has been earnestly endeavoring to 
rescue the public treasury 
from 
the patriots for war, who year in 
and year out have been helping 
themselves, seemingly at will,from 
tin* public crib. 
Secretary Dan­ 
iels has saved the government some 
$2,000,(HX), which is but a drop in 
the bucket to the amount he could 
save if he could obtain govern­ 
ment manufacture of everything. 
In his tirst annual report for the 
year 1013 Secretary Daniels asked 
for an appropriation for an armor- 
plate factory. 
1 quote from that 
report: 
V» 
“ 1 desire to recommend the pas­ 
sage at tin* earliest moment of a 
sufficient appropriation to begin 
the construction of a government 
armor plant to relieve a situation 
which, in my estimation, is intol­ 
erable and at total variance with 
tin* principle of economy in spend­ 
ing government money. Only three 
firms in this country can manufac- 
ture armor plate, and these firms 
have put in bids for armor plate 
seldom varying over a few dollars, 
and in many instances being iden­ 
tical to a cent. Asked for reasons 
as to a uniformity of these bids, 
two of the firms replied frankly 
that as the contract would he di­ 
vided among them anyway, the on­ 
ly effect of competitive bids would 
he to reduce the profits made by 
all of the three firms. 
“ By manufacturing armor plate 
in its own plant the government 
will be able to keep for its c m n use 
any improvements in the manufac­ 
ture of composition of its armor 
that may he developed. This last 
word has not been said in armor, 
and past history shows that great 
improvements in the manufacture 
and design of armor plate 
have 
been made. 
The greater part of 
these improvements were suggest- 


ed by actual experience gained by 
naval officers. 
Under our present 
system of obtaining 
our 
armor 
plate from private companies such 
improvements become the proper­ 
ty of all tin* world and can he ob­ 
tained by anybody who cares to 
buy them. Even now the improve­ 
ments in armor and the designs 
worked out by the Navy have been 
embodied in the warship of anoth­ 
er nation recently finished by the 
Bethlehem Steel Co., and put into—A 
commission. 'This is not an argu­ 
ment lightly to la* disregarded in 
favor of a government armor plant 
nor lias it 1 mm*ii overlooked, for in- 
stance, by Japan, which has erect­ 
ed its own 
armor-making plant 
and surrounded it with sueli seen* 
er\ that none of the other nations 
are able to tell whether or not at 
this minute the Japanese armor.,i 
may not 1m* superior to am other 
in existence. 
In addition to J a ­ 
pan? the French government, after 
experimenting with a factory ca- ^ 
pable of producing only the lighter 
weights of armor, is enlarging its 
government plant so as to permit 
of tin* production of thick plates, 
and Russia has had its own armor- 
plate factory for some time. 
“ 1 do not see how it is possible 
for congress to justify to the peo­ 
ple a refusal to erect a 
govern­ 
ment plant, nor how it can answer 
the charge that will invariably he 
brought up—that the same myste­ 
rious province which saved this 
profitable business to 
the 
steel 
companies three times in the past, 
even after money for a 
govern- H 
ment plant had actually been ap­ 
propriated, is not still at work ex­ 
ercising its bénéficient protection 
over these lusty specimens of in­ 
fant industries, who are even now 
under government investigation as^ 
violators of the anti-trust law.’’
